The Board of Regents is 
composed of 15 members, one 
from each congressional district 
and five from the state at large, 
while a man from each congres- 
sional district’ composes the board 
of education. 

Numbers four and six, the oth- 
er two related amendments, would 
enable the state and counties and 
municipalities to use tax monies 
for shouldering part of the cost 
of a retirement system for school 
teachers, The constitution, at pres- 
ent, does not authorize taxation 
for that purpose. 

The teachers, under enabling 
legislation passed by the assem- 
bly, would contribute to the re- 
tirement fund on an actual basis 
and draw a pension determined by 
the number of years they serve. 

Number. 16, the fifth amend- 
ment relative to schools, relates 
to proposed mergers of school dis- 
tricts and is described as an ef- 
fort to provide greater protection 
for districts with no bonded debts. 

When a district that has bonds 
outstanding proposes to merge 
with another that has no bond 
indebtedness, approval would have 
to be given by a two-thirds vote 
in the debt-free district compared 
to a majority vote in the district 
with a bonded debt.

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Farms Are Bought 

An interesting Sidelight on the present 
Situation on the home front is the fact that 
increased demand for farm lands has enabled 
the big insurance companies to “get out from 
under” their farm investments. These invest- 
ments, it will be remembered, were acquired 
unwillingly by mortgage foreclosures during the 
dire years of the depression. 


Now, thanks to the demand for farm lands 
and the advance in farm prices resulting from 
the war, the figures show that of the 100,000 
farms once owned by the insuran. companies, 
between 80,000 and 85,000 have been sold. The 
authority for the statement is Holgar B. John- 
son, president of the Institute of Life Insurance, 
who adds that before the year is over the rest 
of the farms will be disposed of by the insur- 
ance firms. 

An encouraging human angle in the statis- 
tics is seen in the fact that half of the pur- 
chasers of the farms were the tenants which 
the insurance companies placed on them. Also 
encouraging is the fact-that prices have been 
good, yet without signs of inflated values, such 
as occurred during World War I.

Then 
everybody stopped, dismayed and fearful, until some man bolder 
than the rest rode his horse into the water and proved the passage 
safe. Then all followed him without fear. 

When the smallest village faces a smaller problem, the people 
are reluctant to act until some man speaks up and offers to assume 
the responsibility and risk. If all goes well, they make his de- 
cision their own. 

In Washington before the war, one man assumed so many re- 
sponsibilities and offices that he seemed to manage almost every- 
thing. Congressmen unable to make up their minds, or afraid ta 
make decisions, shifted responsibilities to his shoulders simply 
because he was willing to bear them. 

The people have required a leader since the beginning of 
recorded history. Even now, when the radio and public prints 
provide the means of unlimited public debate, their ideas do 
not jell and they cannot settle upon a course of action until some 
leader clarifies their thinking by reducing it to a Simple formula 
and assumes responsibility for making ideas work.

Court Vacates 


Death Sentence 


By The Associated Press. 

A sack of onions presented to a 
bride, a 20-year grudge, and one 
headache after another, were in- 
volved in a case before the Geor- 
gia supreme court yesterday. 

The court, which had affirmed 
a death sentence in the case, va- 
cated that judgment and placed 
the fate of the defendant back on 
its calendar for further considera- 
tion. 

It withdrew an opinion affirm- 
ing conviction of C. B. Reeves, for- 
mer chief of police at Arlington, 
who was sentenced to death for 
the slaying of E. A. Barnet, of 
Leary, Ga. No reason was given 
for withdrawal of the original 
opinion, the court simply restoring 
the case to its calendar for later 
consideration. 

Testimony in the case was that 
on May 14, 1942, Reeves drove to 
Leary, called Barnet from his 
home and shot and killed him. 
Reeves was quoted by the sheriff 
as saying he had carried a grudge 
against Barnet since his wedding 
day, when the latter presented his 
bride with a #ck of onions. 

He told the sheriff he had start- 


out in a creek. 

In his statement to the jury, 
Reeves said that because of a se- 
ries of head injuries, his mind was 
a blank at the time of the homi- 
cide. His attorneys, pleading emo- 
tional insanity, said Reeves was 
thrown on his head while riding 
a pony when three years old, had 
fallen out of a buggy during a

ers signed today a contract grant- 
ing 35,000 Illinois coal miners an 
‘increase of about $3 a day in pay 
—$l more than Lewis originally 
demanded unsuccessfully for the 
nation’s 500,000 miners. 

The two-year pact with the IIli- 
nois Coal Operators’ Association, 


however, still hinges on approval 
by the War Labor Board and other 
government stabilization agencies 
and on an increase in the ceiling 
price of coal to compensate for 
the wage increases. 

Government sanction of the 
agreement, effective from April 1, 
1943, to March 31, 1945, apparent-

The nail edge should be beveled 
with the fine side of an emery 
board rather than with a steel file. 
The file leaves both the nail edge 
and the underlining so rough that 
dirt is easily picked up.

A typical example is the story out of Brunswick. 

M. Prescott. of Screven, and W. D. McDaniel, of Baxley, 
entered pleas of guilty on a charge of fire hunting in the 
Brunswick area. 

Judge E. C. Butts, of city court, fined each $50. 

Since Charlie Elliott has gone into office as commissioner of 
the Game and Fish Department, there has been no record of a judge 
failing to uphold the cases made by rangers of the department. 

Such consistency in meting out fines for violations is bound to 
fespread effect throughout Georgia. 

It is not the aim of the Georgia Game and Fish Commis- 
sion to set a record for arrests. But so long as violators in- 
sist on taking game and fish Ulegally. they must face the 
inescapable fact that they'll pay for it in the end.

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Abercrombie Issues Plea To Cut 
State Illegitimate Birth Rates 


Alarmed over the increasing 
births of illegitimate babies among 
Georgia girls under 18 years of 
ae, State Health Director T. F. 
Abercrombie yesterday declared 
that parents, schools, churches and 
the community must unite in a 
concentrated effort to provide 
youth with sound sex education 
and help reduce illegitimate birth 
rates. 

One out of every 13 live births 
in Georgia during the past five 
years was illegitimate, Dr. Aber- 
crombie said. During the period 
of 1938-42, there were 4,976 ilie- 
gitimate births per year. 

Majority of Births. 

The majority of these births 
were Negro, the director added. 
The white illegitimate average was 
l in 71 live births, or 585 per year. 
Negro illegitimate births per ycar 
average 4,391, or one in every six 
Negro births. 


“It is impossible to 


aver- 
ille- 


cy rate, but a study of the 
age ages of thes mothers of 


gitimate babies reveals the major- | 
ity of them were in an age group | 


that needs wise guidance and in- 
telligent protection,” Dr. Aber- 
crombie said. 

Thirty-eight per cent of white 
mothers giving birth to illegiti- 


mate children were under 18 years, 


of age, and 66 per cent were un- 
der 21 years of age, he pointed out. 
Thirty-four per cent of the Nego 
mothers of illegitimate children 
were under 18 years of age, end 
69 per cent were under 21 years 
of age. 
Both Races. 
“In both races, two-thirds of all 


mothers in Georgia who bore ille-| 


gitimate children were under 21 
years of age,” Dr

were a total of 2,695, and in 1942 
there were 5,018. Part of this rise 
may be accounted for by the better 
recording of birth records, how- 
ever, Abercrombie said. 

Good sex education should be- 
gin in early childhood in the home 
and should be broadened through 
the honte, church and school so 
that youth, upon emerging from 
adolescence, will be provided with 
an armor of a sensible, natural, 
high-minded attitude toward all 
the so-called “facts of life,” Dr. 
Abercrombie said. 

“Increased illegitimacy and 
venereal disease rates are a high 
price to pay for neglect of this im- 
portant phase of youth’s educa- 
tion,” he concluded.

Cox Lays Blow 
At’Free Radio 
To FCC Power 


Broadcasters Live in 
Mortal Fear, He Says; 
Probe Promised. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—(>)— 
Chairman Cox, Democrat, Geer- 
gia, said today that the House 
Committee investigating the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
would inquire interBively into 
charges. that the licensing power 
of the FCC “has been used to de- 
stroy free radio and free speech.” 

Cox said the accusations were 
made in letters he had received, 
which also told him broadcasters 
large and small, “live in mortal 
fear of the FCC.” 

E. L. Garey, the committee’s 
counsel added that the FCC also 
was charged with threatening a 
free press. 

Cox did not elaborate on the 
accusations, but said the five-man 
full committee or a subcommittee 
would delve thoroughly into the 
use of FCC’s radio licensing pow- * 
ers. 

Meanwhile, T. A. Craven, 
member of the seven-man Com- 
munications Commission, told the 
committee that FCC Chairman 
James Fly largely dominated the 
affairs of the commission. Garey 
charged that Fly “usurps powers 
that should be exercised by the 
full commission. 

While agreeing with Garey that 
the chairman exercised powers 
that should rest with ‘the whole 
| commission Craven said this was 
due to the fact that “other mem- 
bers let him do it.” Craven add- 
ed: “The chairman has a vivid 
personality, a strong will, and I 
can’t criticize him for that. In 
fairness I must state that when 
Mr. Fly became chairman, I of- 
fered him my co-operation. He 
never has prevailed on me to vote 
‘In commission session) other than 
my convictions.”
